. OBJECTIONS NOTICED. 

We have occasionally heard it 
suggested as an objection to the 
convention, that there is danger, if it 
assembles, of the omission from the 
constitution, which it may frame, of 
those clauses of the existing instru- 
ment, relating to the ,homestead 
and the lien of the mechanic and 
laborer. 

The simple statement of two or 
more facts will serve, we think, to 
dispel this fear, and convince 
those who have had it that it is al- 
together without foundation. We 
base the statement upon the suppo- 
sition that a majority of the dele- 
gates are Democratic in politics. 

The vast body of the people of 
Nerth Carolina are poor—have little, 


if anything, in excess of the exemp- | 


tions made by law. 
The Democratic party of the 
State is mainly composed of white 


men—the negroes, who act with it, | 


are so few in number that the 
strength added by their votes is 
scarcely appreciable. 

The homesteads in the State— 
we think we do not exaggerate 
when we say at least seven-tenths of 
them—are held and owned by 
white men and Democrats. 

Is it probable, is it possible, these 
things being true, that a represen- 
tative assembly can be convened in 
North Carolida, a majority of whose 
members would be so blind not only 
to their own interests, but to the in- 
terests of the State and party as 
well, as to abolish the homestead 
andthus bring ruin and want to 
their political allics and supporters ? 


We think not. We know that such 


an event is improbable ; we almost 
dare to assert that it is impossible. A 
body of madmen might do the act; 
but a body of sane men, of men in 


full possession of all their faculties), 


never could. It would be the sheer- 
est madness—worse than that, it 
would be political suicide. It would

defeat the party, destroy the State 


and damn them politically forever. 
If anything is done in the premises it 
will bein the direction of an enlarge- 
ment of the homestead into a fee- 
simple, thereby adding to its vatue 
and giving its owner an incentive 
to its improvement and adornment. 

The same reasoning, and with the 
same force, applies in the matter of 
the lien of the mechanic aid labor- 
er. The larger uumber of — the 
mechanies of the State are white 
men and Demoerats, and « regard 


for party welfare would compel the 


| representatives of that party to care 


for their interests. The lien law 
has become an established part of 
the polity/of the State and will not 
be lightly disturbed. Every intel- 
ligent legislator recognizes it as 
sound, wise and progressive policy 
to give all possible encouragé- 


condition, to the end that they may, 
by industry and thrift, increase the 
wealth of the State and aid in ad- 
vancing her to the front rank cf the 
sisterhood of States. North Caro- 
lina has a capital in the brain and 
brawn and muscle of the working- 
men, among her children, not dess 
valuable than the capital she has in 
the acres of the land-owner, the 
wares of the merchant, the funds 
and stocks of the banker and the 


| knowledge and culture of those 


who follow professional pursuits as 
callings. Her prosperity and her 
position depend upon the develop 


> aes of her resources and the con- 


ruction of her works of internal 
improvement, by which her products 
may have cheap and rapid transpor- 
tation to the markets of the world; 
and these, in turn, are dependent 
npon the skill and industry of the 
workingmen, within her borders. 
Self-interest then, if there were no 
higher motive, suggests the enact- 
ment of just and humane laws for 
the protection of the rights of the 
workingman and for securing to 
him “fair remuneration for his la- 
pors. Governments have long ago 
om this necessity; and have 
taken benefits from such laws, in 
exact proportion to the increase of 
energy and industry made in the 
workingmen, by knowledge of such 
protection. 

This fear too,may be dismissed,as 
based upon grounds altogether un- 
‘tenable and illusory. 

No man therefore, necd be deter- 
red from favoring couvention by 
any apprehension of injurious inter- 
ference either with the homestead 


{ or the lien law.
